inserting a differentiated human or mammalian cell or ( pell nucl eus) into jtm) 
enucleated animal oocyte, wherein such oocyte is derived from a different

animal species than the human or mammalian cell under conditions suitable 
for the formation of a nuclear transfer (NT) unit; 

(ii) activating the resultant nuclear transfer unit; 

(iii) culturing said activated nuclear transfer unit until greater than the 2-cell 
developmental stage; 

(iv) disassociating said activated nuclear transfer unit; and 
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
